The machine being too close to per- 


mit this it turned slightly and hung 
on the brink for the fraction of a sec- 
ond. The tire ripped off and the hub 
broke and after sliding along the edg 
for a few feet the machine and occu 
pants dropped into the river, thirt 
feet below. The bodies of the drowne 
were not recovered.

Big Fighter Put* in a V«iy Strenuous 


, 
Day in Climbing Over 


Mountains 


Marvin Hart takes to training like 


a duck does to water. 


His first day's work took him over 


fourteen miles of mountain road with 
his trainer, Jack McCormlck, and one 
of 
his boxing 
partners, 
"Deafy" 


Thompson. 


From Reno to Huffaker's and return 


at noon- was the exercise of the fore- 
noon, and after a light lunch he spent 
'three hours in the gymnasium of the 
"Wheelmen's Club. Here he wrestled, 
jumped the rope, took exercise on the 
rings and bars, indeed he tried his 
hand at nearly every apapratus in the 
big hall. 


The high altitude does not seem to 


have affected him in the least. 
Af- 


ter the work of the day was over his 
always pleasant face fairly 
glowed 


with the color of good health. He took 
off some flesh the first day, and ex- 
pects to continue the very strenuous 
work until within a shoit time of the 
flght. 


One watching Hart train cannot but 


admire his great physique. 
He 
is 


truly endowed with 
a 
magnificent 


form. 
He is one of the most com- 


pactly built men to be seen in a long 
day's journey. 
His frame is fairly- 


armored with muscle. He is as active 
as he is strong-, and while he did 'io 
hexing yesterday and will not until 
tomorrow, in gymnasium work he was 
shifty and fast on his feet. 


Those who saw him train yesterday 


were at once his staunch friends, and 
he is in every way destined to be a 
very popular fighter, should he win 
the championship here on the 3d. 


From a view point of form Hart 


more closely resembles Jeffries than 
any other fighter in the heavyweight 
division. He is big and good natured, 
and while not so large a man as the 
great Jeffries, he is built along very 
much the same lines as the champion 
who has just relinquished the title. 


Inasmuch as it is getting warm early 


in the day. Hart and his trainers will 
hereafter arise every morning at 5 
o'clock and after a light 
breakfast, 


consisting of eggs, toast and occasion- 
ally a chop, the training party will 
take to the road, making on an average 
of about ten miles a day. 
McCormick intends to put his man 
through about three hours of road 
work each day. After the party returns 
to the gymnasium Hart is to each day 
be given a rub down, one of the most 
important parts of his training pro- 
gram. After lunch he usually takes a 
nap of about an hour and spends the 
balance of the afternoon in the gym- 
nasium. 
He is all about 
the gym- 


-nasluni and no work is too hard for 
him to tackle and the faster they come 
the better he likes it. 


Hart puts, in about thirty minutes 


each day punching the bag and work- 
ing the dumb bells and other light 
exercises. He wrestles .for ten min- 
utes with McCormick and ten minutes 
with 
"Deafy" Thompson. Then 
he

Two inre. national exhibitions of the 


very first lank have just been ended 
of the latest evolution of the motor 
both as applied to automobiles and to 
autoboats. While the future of the im- 
mensely swift small \essels piopelled 
by gasoline or electric motors is con- 
, ceded to be very biilliant, yet from the 
standpoint of actual practical results 
it i.s in the automobile vehicle, whether, 
it be in a carriage, omnibus, w ar en-' 
gine or simply a pleasure vehicle, no ( 
commonly known as autos. that the 
present situation is most interesting. 
The international exhibition of auto- 
mobiles at the Madison Spuare Garden 
showed that this country had made 
immense strides in the production of 
auto vehicles.,The similar internation- 
al exhibition at Olympia Hall, in Lon- 
don, has proved that even greater pro- 
gress has been made frbroad in this 
direction. 


Both exhibitions showed a decided 


tendency toward 
standard 
types. In 


other words, the constant experiment- j 
ing with motors for autos has now] 
progressed 
to a point where certain i 


types and kinds of motor engines have, 
been enabled to prove a decided supe-j 
riority over the dozens of experimental 
motors which have been placed from, 
time to time on the market. Experience 
has finally shown what may be consid- 
ered the essential features of motor, 
car construction, and within the last 
three years there have been very feu 
changes from main standard types,. 1 
Practically all of the finer automo-1 
biles of today 
have 
either 
chain- 


driven cars 01 Ine axle cars. 
j 


For the information of the ordi- 


nary reader, who may find this a trifle 
technical, it would be best to state 
that chain driven cars aie those in 
which the propelling power is placed 
on a line throughout the whole ma- 
chine. The power for the tremendous 
speed is sent to the driving wheels i 
by means of a chain at either side. | 
In the live axle "ar, which simply 
means that the artual power is placed 
i 


on the axle which connects the two 
driving wheels, the power is given 
through a propeller shaft, which works | 
directly onto a cogged gearing, which] 
is fixed on the axle of the wheels, ( 
which actually do the work in hurl- 
Ing the 
automobile 
through 
space. 


Again, aside from these two distinct 
and important 
developments in the 


way in which the speed is obtained 
the chief feature of the cars exhib- 
ited in New York and London recently 
has been the tendency away from the 
simple open cars. In fact .the automo- 
bile of today is in reality an auto- 
carriage. As a result the latest devel- 
opment of the automobile closely re- 
sembles the swell victorias and closed 
carriages which were formerly drawn 
by the family team. But perhaps the 
most important development of the au- 
tomobile of today is entirely 
away 


from the tendency of years back, and 
the study of engineers employed by 
the great automobile factories is now 
intently directed towards creating auto- 
vehicles which will have a decided 
comercial value. In this respect Eu- 
rope is five or six years ahead of this 
country. In England and France the 
old horse drawn omnibuses and wagons 
used by business houses, such as drays 
and delivery wagons , are now being 
entirely replaced by auto-wagons. 


BUSINESS AUTOS ARE COMING 


In London and Paris and Berlin the 


great bulk of the delivery work is 
done by auto' machines, and all the 
good hotels meet their guests with 
enormous auto busses, holding from 15 
to 30 passengers. But undoubtedly thi 
most remarkable advance in auto ma 
chlnery has been accomplished unde 
the patronage of the railroads In Eng 


l.ni'l Thr Gieat Western Railroad an.l 
the Southwestern 
Railway 
Company 


in many country districts where civ 
constiuction of a line ot railroad \souH 
not be financially justified. These m-v. 
motor connections ha\ e opened up verv 
beautiful but retiiert spots in England 
to the tourist, and they are. inrleM. 
eminently suited for this woik, as such 
a service of vehicles using the ordi- 
naiy roads does not In any way affect 
the'park like districts through which 
they run. 


Of course, 
the 
railroads 
furnish 


autos of a size required for the pas- 
sengers arid the baggage which may 
be expected in the various districts. 
.•Where these motors aie for seeing an'l 
pleasure purposes they are built in the 
form of an open car, and generally 
seat about 24 passengers. The South- 
western Railway, however, has for the 
past year employed motor carriages 


lovui the cost of the automobile to a 
imit where the general public will be 
able to use his product. The manufac- 
urer is now, therefore, mainly intent 
on turning out automobiles, which can 
be bought by people of moderate means. 
The result is that already small auto- 
nobiles for private use of a very good 
type can be bought as low as J500 or 
$600 
The experts are now trying to 


cut this cost to $300 or $400. This can- 
not probably be accomplished for sev- 
eral years yet, but when a thoroughly 
.eliable automobile machine, capable 
of carrying two or four passengers can 
be put on the market at so low a price 
as $300 it is evilent that the commercial 
snip of the automobile will have reach- 
ed a thoroughly practical stage. Again. 
the inventor and 
manufacturer 
are 


l i v i n g hard to pull down the cost of 
producing automobile cars for business 
purposes and while many successful 
and fashionable stores will use the 
auto car to deliver goods it will be nec- 
ssary for the auto car manufacturers 
o get within the cost limit aside by the 
id-time liorso and wagon,. 
These two very interesting exhlbi- 
ions of the best in the automobile 
vorld, both in this country anfl abroad 
jrove admirably the contention 'that 
he automobile must be considered the 
eneral vehicle of the near future. Con- 
siderable invention and cheapening of 
ost necessarily brings down the price 
under the influence of competition until 
for private use the automobile will be 
almost as common as the now antedat- 
ed horse and buggy. For business pur- 
>oses and for use in helping out the 
•eg-ular railroad systems the automo- 
)ile has already proved itself sure of 
a si'eat futuie. 


which \ery closely resemble an ordi- 
nal y railroad coach, and it has now 
in actne operation a motor railroad 
running on a regular schedule 
and 


ovr fifty mil"s in length, which makes 
its regular connections between the 
Midland Railway 
Company and the 


Southwestern 
Railway. 
This 
motor 


railroad, which is the very first actual 
railroad system operated entirely by 
autos, has proven by actual operation I 
to be cheaper and more reliable in \ 
the delivery of passengers and bag- 
gage and freight than the regular form 
of a steam railroad. Of course, the 
country through Tvhich the Southwest- 
ern Railway operates its automobile 
division is very level, and the roads 
are of the very 
highest 
character. 


However, this successful automobile 
railroad has been hailed throughout 
the world by engineers as an absolute 
proof of the profitable feature of such 
oncerns wherever

AUTO MACHINES IN WAR 


The English and French War De- j 


partments have also been convinced, 
of the tremendous possibilities of the I 
auto war machine, and both nations 
now have several hundred war auto- 
mobiles of various kinds. For fighting: 
purposes the British war auto, which 
las been built to carry the small ma- 
chine guns, which are such a \aluabte 
feature of light field artillery, are ex- 
tremely interesting.

The English and French War Depart- 
ments have also purchased a great 
many autos for their commissary de- 
partments, and these wagons, which 
alto mn by gasoline, are counted on 
for transporting food supplies of the 
future French and British armies. As 
a matter of fact, on the superb roads 
of England, France and Germany, the 
war auto should prove an extremely 
effecthe addition to the army equip- 
ment In less civilied countries, where 
greater natural obstacles are to be 
found, the war auto would hardly be 
expected to retain much value. 


But, after all, it is for the purpose 


of peace that the automobile is mainly 
fitted. While in this country, in all 
the larger cities, huge auto cars are 
fitted for viewing sights, it is only in 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis and Bos- 
ton that the public automobile has 
made any headway. In London, Paris 
and Berlin, however, the auto cab and 
the auto omnibus flash by every few 
minutes, crowded to the 
roof 
with 


passengers ami baggage. In London the 
horse drawn omnibus is practically a 
thing of the pa*t. Three big lines of 
auto omnibusst". are coining mone;> 
and doing a large bulk of the surface 
traffic in the passenger line. For shor 
distances tht=e auto omnibuses are 
much more convenient and equally as 
cheap as the underground electric rail- 
ways, which burrow beneath England's 
capital city. 


More than that, there are half a 


dozen widely extended lines of autos 
which run through England at a dis- 
tance varying from 50 to 200 miles, and 
w hich now ha've placed every hamlet 


i of any size either in direct or quick 


communication 
with 
London, Liver- 


pool, Manchester and the big commer- 
jial centers of England. These autos 
ire al covered carriages fitted up lux- 
uriously, and v>here the traffic is not 
i-ery close the autos make a speed of 
very nearly 35 miles an hour, allowing 
for all delays and stoppages at stations. 
The ambulance auto car is another im- 
portant extension of the electric motor 
in the service of the general public. 
Practicall all the hospital ambulances 
are clrn en by swift and noiseless elec- 
tiic motors, and the reports of hos- 
pital superintendents show that in des- 
perate cases hundreds of lives have 
been si\ed hy the new kind of ambu- 
lance attached to the various institu- 
tions. Another new feature is auto

.ttained the remaikable speed of thirty 
niles per hour on its trial course. The 
iiotor is furnished with power from 
arge electric storage batteries and the 
boat has been so successful that the 
British government has ordered six new- 
craft built on the same lines. .Pleasure 
boats which use electric motors have 
now become very popular and it will 
be especially interesting to watch the 
development of the marine type of mo- 
tors, as there is undoubtedely much 
in favor of the internal combustion en- 
gines as against the old-fashioned en- 
gines which have to be handled from 
the outside. The internal combustion 
engine, with its new system of burning 
its fuel inside the engine itself, yields 
an extremely powerful motor force anc 
for the smaller craft may be considered 
to be decidedly ahe?d in the struggle 
for supremacy. 


Another \ery important fact t>rough 


out by the international exhibitions r. 
motor invention at New York and Lon 
don has been the cheapening of cost o 
production. In fact, the experts of the 
gieat automobile factories are now 
spending a great deal of their energy, 
not so much in impioUng the types of 
motors, as in trjing to lessen the ex-_ 
pense of turning out this valuable ve-.
